Billy Hatley, night hostler at

The motor is equipped with 
prest-o-lite, and the 
headlamp

burning. It is not certain whether the 
gasoline was ignited by this or from 
the heat of the engine. 
The engine 
was hot and gasoline dropping on the 
muffler or hot cylinders would have 
caused ignition. 
The fire department was called out, 
and put out the fire on the motorbike 
and pavement where the gasoline had 
been spilled.

them the president says:

But only special and limited alliances 
entangle; and-we recognize and accept the 
duties of a new day, in which we are per­ 
mitted to hope for a general alliance which 
will avoid entanglements and clear the air 
of the world for common understandings 
and the maintenance of common rights.” 
That is to say, while an alliance with one 
nation or one group of nations would be ‘‘entangling,’ 
an alliance with all would be free from entangle­ 
ments, because it would remove the very perils that 
Washington feared. And that is what we are aiming 
at. 
We want all the nations in the world peace 
federation. We even want Germany in it—she must 
come in, whether she wants to or not, so that we can 
seep an eye on her. Such a liberating alliance with 
all the nations possessing power for good or evil in 
world affairs is what we are fighting for, and what 
we expect to obtain in the great peace conference that 
will come when our enemies surrender.

And it is 
getting the just reward of the party that tries to play 
both ends against the middle. 
It is the old story of the casuist and the man of 
principle. The casuist governs his life by the oppor­ 
tunity of the moment. 
His house is built on the 
shifting sands. The man of principle has built upon 
a rock. He may suffer temporary distresses, he ma} 
seem to lag behind the opportunist in his success. 
But his day comes at last, and with it comes the down­ 
fall of the opportunist. 
Next time Bulgaria may have learned that a 
straight game pays. She has seen the error of her 
ways and the Allies are taking her on probation. Bul­ 
garia's decision is but another evidence that the end 
of the war is not far distant. 


CORN BREAD AS USUAL 


The food administration has found it neces­ 
sary to remind the public that our wheat crop, 
though much larger this year, is not large enough to 
make wheat conservation unnecessary. It wants par­ 
ticularly to impress on the minds of houjewives the 
fact that the problem is not solved completely and 
automatically by the mere adoption of “Victory 
Bread,” made of eighty per cent wheat flour and 
twenty per cent of other cereals. 
“Victory Bread” is not expected to displace the 
large use ai corn to which we have accustomed our­ 
selves. It is only by the continued liberal consump­ 
tion of corn bread, corn cakes, corn muffins, etc., that 
we can make the wheat supply go around, among the 
3 *0 ,OOO,OOO people who have to share it, and at the 
same time pile up a moderate surplus to guard against 
a possible famine next year.

The style of the noted novelist 
will be readily recognized in his Four Minute effort, which 
follows: 
“This is going to be a little Four-Minute talk on 
business. I’m going to talk fo you as business men and 
women. 
For w e’re all in business together now; the 
business of w ar; the business of licking the kaiser. 
W e’re in business as the co-partnership of Uncle Sam & 
Co. 
It ought to give us a feeling of satisfaction to be 
partners in the biggest and m ost im portant business 
enterprise in the world today. 
“Like all going and successful businesses, It takes 
money to run it. 
We’ve got to finance it by putting our 
money into Liberty Bonds. 
I’m here to give you some 
details about w hat becomes of the money that Uncle 
Sam expects us all to put Into this new Liberty Loan— 
all us partners in the business. 
“When a business man or woman, such as you are, 
is asked to put money into an enterprise, he naturally 
wants to know w hat that money is going to be used for. 
He wants to know where it’s going. 
He wants to know 
what he gets for it. 
“All right. I’m here to report on that. We all know 
hove magnificently our boys have been going ahead over 
there, withJthe Huns just a couple of jumps in front of 
their bayonets. 
Now let’s see what all this is costing in 
dollars.

Then, the rifles and machine gups will use more than half 
a millon dollars’ worth of the lighter and cheaper am m u­ 
nition. The least you can estim ate the wear and tear on 
the guns at is five and a half million dollars more. 
Total, twenty-four millions for the day’s work. A million 
an hour! 
“It comes high. But see w hat it does to the Huns! 
And see what it means to our boys. 
For one well placed 
heavy shell will put an enemy m achine gun emplacem ent 
completely out of business, and save hundreds of lives 
to the advancing infantry. 
(And you’ll notice, our in­ 
fantry has been doing a lot of advancing lately.) 
An 
artillery barrage will cut through and blow up miles of 
barbed wire entanglement and save not hundreds but 
housands of lives of our men who would be mowed down 
like grass if they had to stop and cut their own way 
through. 
It comes high, all th a t ammunition. 
But you 
see It’s worth it. 
“And you see, now, don’t you, where your dollars 
are going? 
These well-invested Liberty Bond dollars 
that come back to you with interest! 
They’re going into 
Germany. 
They’re gold to you, and the bonds they buy 
are as good as gold. But to the H uns they’re lead and 
steal and high explosives. 
“Finally, then, what are you going to get for it? 
Why, the biggest, grandest, richest return ever a man 
or woman or a nation got 
from any investm ent!

Management of Home 
Systems In County 


Consolidation 
of 
the 
Pacific 
Telephone and Telegraph Com­ 
pany and the Home Company bae 
been effected in this county, so 
far as business management is • 
concerned. 
The long anticipated 
move has come at last, and tbs 
taking over of the business of the 
Home by the Sunset at this time 
was more or lees sudden. 
In those 
cities 
of the county 
where the dual systems are in opera­ 
tion the'business of the Home will be 
handled at the office of the Pacific. 
The exchanges, however, will be op­ 
erated separately and will continue 
the service as has been in vogue un­ 
til such a time as physical connection 
can be made 
between the offices. 
When this will be is decidedly prob­ 
lematical, and will depend largely on 
conditions as to material. 
Whether 
the government will consider the con­ 
solidation of exchanges at this time 
important enough to permit the use of 
the necessary materials is an open 
question. 
Subscribers to the Home may pay 
their bills at the office of the Pacific 
now, as statements for service are 
now sent from th 's office. 
Employes 
of the Home will continue their usual 
vocations, for the present, and the 
only difference that will be apparent 
to them is that in future their pay 
checks will come from the absorbing 
company. 
The repair shop maintained in this' 
city by the Home has been transferred 
to Long Beach and only this week con­ 
siderable equipment has been sent to 
that citv. It is said that many changes 
have been made from the Home to the 
Pacific recently by individual sub­ 
scribers. 
As the Home equipment is 
taken out it is shipped to Long Beach 
when the accu m u lativ warrants it. 
Although the Pacific was advised 
by the railroad commission when it 
granted permit for the consolidation of 
the two systems to submit its plan of 
free toll areas in Orange county for 
review', the plans have not been sub­ 
mitted sn far as is known bere. The 
consolidation now effected will in no 
way interrupt the free tolls service 
now rendered in this county by the 
two systems. 
Whether it is the intention of the 
Pacific to continue the free zones as 
♦ hey now exist is not known, and in­ 
formation on the point is not avail­ 
able. 
The Home exchanges at Tustin, 
Anaheim, Fullerton, Garden Grove and 
Santa Ana are affected. The S m elser 
exchange does 
not belong to The 
Union Home Telephone Company and 
therefore is not involved in the con­ 
solidation. 
The -fact that the Home is now 
under the management of (he Pacific 
will not change conditions as regards 
switching privileges and the service 
with this exchange will continue as in 
the past.
